Debate on Address 

Pursuant to order, the House re- 
sumed tlie adjourned debate on the 
address in reply to rhe speech of His 
Honor the Lieutenant-Governor. 

The debate on ti.e address was re- 
sumed by Mr. W. C. Wells (Palliser), 
who thought that, while the compli- 
ments which had been showered on 
the mover and seconder of the address 
for their efforts had been deserved, yet 
to him it seemed llttlng that a measure 
of sympathy should be extended to 
them for the thankless task they had 
to perform. As to the fourth mem- 
ber for Vancouver (Mr. Macgowan), he 
appeared to have swallowed the prin- 
ciples for which lie had contended last 
session and which had rendered him 
so often a source of anxiety. Obvi- 
ously lie had been safely lined up nils 
session. 

Mr. Wells thought the credit claimed 
for the government In connection with 
the Increased revenue from the schools 
assessment was very ill placed. Jtwas 
no cause for gratification that the 
government had put their hands In 
their pockets and paid the deficiency. 
Into whose pockets would you expect 
them to put them? aurely members 
from Vancouver did not Instinctively 
put their hands into other people's 
pockets! 

Referring to the good roads In the 
Slmllkameen, Mr. Wells asked why the 
present government did not give the 
credit to their predecessors. The 
present government had done nothing 
during the two years they had been 
In ofllce. Why, even up to date he 
was receiving congratulations on the 
tine piece of road built by the previous 
minister of lands and works between 
Keremeoa and Kedley. The govern- 
ment took credit for this and then they 
passed on to the question of Indian 
reserves. Surely they did not claim 
credit for all that had been done there. 
Surely they did not claim credit for 
the auburn locks flowing down the 
backs of the rising generation on those 
reserves. 

As to the surplus claimed by the 
Minister of Finance, he pointed out 
that the amount, ¥235,000, was about 
equal to tlie revenue from the Chinese 
Immigration tax, wnlch had now ab- 
solutely ceased. 

lie strongly demurred to the state- 
ment that the lumbering industry was 
In a very flourishing condition. lie 
declared that the capital Invested in 
that industry was not yielding an 
average return of 3 per cent., and not 
one of tlie joint jitoclc companies in 
I lie province was paying a dlvlcend. 

He characterized tlie hand loggers 
lax us a farce and condemned the gov- 
ernment for Its continuance. Tlie real 



foundation of any prosperity that had 
come to the lumbering industry was 
due to the energy o£ tiiose employed 
in it and tlie larger market opening 
up. Tills was e.-„n;iy due to the 
splendid immigration policy of tlie 
rederal government in lining up the 
Northwest, For a continuance of tills 
successful policy the maintenance of 
the present government in power was 
necessary. 

Reverting again t« the work of the 
Finance Minister, It was mo great 
achievement to realise a small surplus 
by Increasing taxation and ceasing all 
Important expenditure, He appealed 
to tlie Hon. F. Carter-Cotton to sup- 
port hint in the statement that tills 
was an easy task compared with that 
undertaken by his predecessor. 

Of all things, runway construction 
was the last in respect of which the 
government were entitled to any credit. 
Every Conservative member was care- 
fully lined up Cgtynat the great meas- 
ure by nutans of which the V. V. ,t 10. 
Railway was now being built. It was 
to the honest work of heroes like 
Duncan Boss a:id K. <i. Macpherson 
that that measure was carried and the 
machinations of its opponents brought 
to nought. 

As to better terms, lie declared the 
threat of the fourta member for Van- 
couver to march to Ottawa and demand 
better terms or secede from the union 
was characteristic of the Conservatives 
who were never crossed In their pur- 
poses for five minutes but they talked 
rebellion. He deprecated the introduc- 
tion of federal politics into provincial 
affairs, but he might say that the tide 
of Liberalism had overflown Saskat- 
chewan ami Alberta and was now over- 
whelming England: and would sweep 
away every Conservative member In 
Canada.

Naval Demonstration Is Now 
Being Prepared Against 
Country. 



Paris, Jail. 18. — Official confirmation 
of Venezuela's acrimonious treatment 
of M. Taigny, the French charge 
d'affaires at Caracas, has reached the 
foreign office. The government imme- 
diately decided to adopt the most 
energetic measures to obtain satisfac- 
tion. It is understood that a naval 
demonstration Is under preparation, 
the division of the Frencn warships 
recently assembled in the vicinity of 
Venezuelan waters being utilized for 
that purpose. A diplomat said today 
mat President Castro's action amount- 
ed to an act of hostility. Such an act 
could not remain unchastlsed, and 
France, the diplomat added, will have 
the support of the whole world In. 
demanding and obtaining proper satis- 
faction, even should armed interven- 
tion prove necessary. 

The cable companies' officials re- 
ceived confirmation today of the re- 
ports that their managers at Caracas 
and La Guayra have been expelled 
from Venezuela. The company has 
about ten other managers In charge 
of different offices in Venezuela, and 
momentarily expects to hear that they, 
too have been expelled. The officials; 
of the company have brought the mat- 
ter before the government. 

Maubougeret, the Venezuelan charge 
d'affaires here, lias received an Intima- 
tion to leave French territory. 

M. Maubpugeret, the charge d'affaires 
of Venezifela here, this afternoon re- 
ceive?! the official announcement of his 
expulsion from French territory. The 
notification was handed to him by M. 
Goiirl, the chief secretary of Premier 
Rouvler, and a special commissary of 
police. The charge d'affaires showed 
considerable emotion, but accepted the 
government's decision. He will leave 
Paris tonight for Liege. Belgium, ac- 
companied by the special commissary 
of police, who Is responsible for his 
security to the frontier. 

The action of the French govern- 
ment with reference to Venezuela, has 
not yet been fully decided. M. Rou- 
vier is calling the cabinet council to- 
gether to consider the steps to be 
taken. In ministerial circles it is be- 
lieved that the incident of M. Taigny's 
expulsion loses some of Its character 
of gravity as official notification was 
given to President Castro a few days 
before by the United States minister, 
Mr. Rusr.'Il, that diplomatic relations 
between France and Venezuela had 
ceased to exist. 

A telegram from L'Orlent. the French 
war port in Brittany, announces that 
the cruisers Jean Bart and Chasselup 
Laubat are preparing to join the 
French division cruising In the vicinity 
of Venezuela 1 .! waters. 

Caracas, Jan. 17 — (Via Port of Spain, 
Trinidad, Jan. 18) — The Constitutional, 
in publishing the correspondence pre- 
ceding the diplomatic rupture between 
Venezuela and France, claims to prove 
complicity of the French government 
in the Mateos revolution. The paper 
says: "We do riot accuse the cable 
company, whose responsibility we con- 
sider to be eliminated. We accuse the 
French government of disloyalty to 
Venezuela, because while our repre- 
sentatives and ministers were sincerely 
and Honorably seeking logical solutions 
of the difficulties in the line of Inter- 
national reciprocity, France operated 
with Mateos. the leader of the revo- 
lution, to stain our cities with blood- 
shed and ordered the managers of the 
cables to transmit Information to the 
revolutionists, assisted In bankrupting 
the credit of the government abroad 
and endangering the integrity of the 
national territory. 

A decree expelling from Venezuela 
M. Jaccoux and Bourget, respectively 
the managers of the French cable sta- 
tions at Caracas and La Guayra, for 
disregarding the laws of the republic, 
was published yesterday.

coast, some of which give promise of 
great mineral wealth. We agree with 
the view that with the reduction which 
is steadily going on In the cost -of 
treatment of ores, the importance of 
the mining industry is rapidly In- 
creasing. 

"We are pleased to be informed that 
there has been a great activity in rail- 
way construction during the past year, 
and that the Indications are that this 
activity will continue for some time. 
The two great railway corporations 
which are now engaged in building 
lines in the Simllkameen and adjoining 
districts will doubtless, by the con- 
struction of such lines, open up rich 
mineral, agricultural and timber areas, 
and will bring them into easy , com- 
munication with the t'oast and the 
great railway systems of this conti- 
nent. It is to be hoped that the time

The 
result there is the most hopeful political 
sign in Great Britain today. 

But we must also he fair lo Mr. Hal- 
four. He was premier of Great Britain 
•and leader of a great party. To have 
adopted the policy of Mr. Chamberlain 
for which the country was wholly un- 
prepared, would have been to bring 
about defeat nt a lime when it would 
have been highly detrimental to the 
country. By remaining in otilce at a 
critical period and completing the fore- 
ign relations with the other nations and 
greatly strengthened the position of the 
Empire. Mr. Balfour did magnificent 
service for bis country, and has suffered 
political martyrdom as n consequence, 
When the people have settled down to a 
calm consideration of all the circum- 
stances they will yet do him justice. 
The British people are characterist- 
ically stupid, hard to convince and slow 
to forgive or forget, hut at the bottom 
they are fair. It is '-highly improbable 
that Mr. Balfour will over he premier 
again, hut lie will yet occupy his true 
place in the estimation of the people as 
an enlightened statesman. 



DEBATE ON THE ADDRESS. 

The debate on the address In the 
legislature yesterday came to a sudden 
and unexpected termination. Mr. 
Wells, who, by the way, made the most 
effective speech on his side of the 
House, took up the burden for the 
opposition and closed the discussion. 
Mr. John Oliver, from whom was ex- 
pected a terrific onslaught on the 
government, evidently considered pru- 
dence the better part of valor and did 
not "rise to the occasion." It Is pos- 
sible he may be contemplating a 
coup in the way of a select committee 
of investigation, which is his specialty. 
As a consequence the address was 
adopted and business went on. 



THE ELECTIONS. 



Seldom has there (been a more excit- 
ing contest than took place yesterday 
in Victoria. The principal interest was 

, centered in tho school trustee election 
and the 'mayoralty fight. The former 
fact may truly be accounted for inas- 

'inucli as there was a woman in the case 
—in fact, two women. 

The result of the mayoralty contest 
was not altogether a surprise to the 
Colonist, which anticipated the danger 
of Mr. Morley being elected. We re- 
gret very much the defeat of Mr. Hay- 
ward. From the point of view from 
which tho Colonist discussed the rela- 
tive merits of the two candidates, it 
is a distinct loss to the city. On ac- 
count of its position, however, the Colon- 
ist lias no apologies to make: and it 

■ accepts the situation as Ihe will of the 
electors, trusting that the .sobering re- 
sponsibilities of office will render some 
of the fears expressed groundless. Wo 
are satislied with having supported the 
hesl man for the position, and count 
defeat among the fortunes of war. 

Regarding the aldermen elected, the 
new hoard on the whole is the best se- 
lection possible to have been made, and 
the electors have every reason to he 
satisfied with their choice. 

The school trustee election was prac- 
tically a complete vindication of tiie ac- 
tion of the school board by the electors. 
It is true that Miss Cameron headed 
the poll; but the peculiar circumstances 
of the case have to be taken into ac- 
count. An analysis of the ballots as 
cast, show that Miss Cameron's, friends 
concentrated all their forces on her 
election. Her generalship in her own 
behalf was brilliant in its way. A com- 
plete Cameron ticket was put up lo 
split the votes as much as possible, 
and on the day of election the ticket 
was sidetracked and dodgers were 
issued broadcast, asking the. electors to 
"vote for Miss Cameron." The success 
of Ihe ruse' was complete, that lady re- 
ceiving a large number of "plumpers" 
while the other members of the ticket 
fell by Ihe wayside. It was "magnifi- 
cent," and it was "war," but it was 
generalship of an order that her allies 
cannot find it in their hearts to ad- 
mire. 



THE EFFECTS OF FORESTS. 

The recent forestry convention held nt 
Ottawa in which the Governor-general 
and tho prime minister took such a keen 
interest, lias for that reason, if for no 
other, attracted wide attention through- 
out Canada, and we may naturally ex- 
pect to see good results flow from it. 
It has taken it long time to impress the 
world, and especially the people of 
North America, witli the great import- 
ance of protecting and increasing the 
forest resources of the continent. A vast 
amount of waste has occurred as a eon- 
sequence, and a great opportunity has 
been lost in not keeping up the timber 
supply, as it originally was, which would 
have been possible if steps had been 
taken from the very first. This is par- 
ticularly true of the United States; but 
it is not too late for Canada to com- 
mence, while it still has extensive forest 
reserves. Much attention is being paid 
to the subject by the United States gov- 
ernment, and the several Canadian gov- 
ernments are almost sure to follow the 
example, 

We aro very apt to overlook the im- 
portance of preserving the forests for 
reasons other than the mere purpose 
of maintaining ii supply of merchantable 



"HAIL BRITISH COLUMBIA!" 

The Toronto News, under the above 
heading, discussing the probable outcome 

of development in western Canada as 
affecting, respectively, the status of the 
provinces, thinks the question as to 
whether Ontario, for instance, may some 
day ho obliged to surrender its leading 
position in Confederation to one of the 
western provinces, is rather sentimental 
than practically important, It asks the 
questions whether, after all it is very 
important that Ontario, so long as it is 
prosperous should be overstepped by 
some other province in size, wealth and 
population. We are all Canadians, it 
remarks, and the prosperity one 
province is the prosperity of the whole. 
In this we are in perfect accord with 
the News. There should be no jealousy 
among provinces on that score. Tho 
only difference it would make lo British 
Columbia is the political Importance 
which such a standing would give it. 
For many years this province has seri- 
ously suffered from hu-l; of representa- 
tion in proportion to its extent and re- 
sources and contributions to the Domin- 
ion, and from the political preponder- 
ance of Eastern Canada. We have to 
recognize the fact that power in poli- 
tics exists in Ihe numbers thai can be 
controlled, and so long as human nature 
is as it is men will continue lo exercise, 
even if unconsciously, that power in their 
own interests or the interests of the sec- 
tion or party which they represent. Wo 
should appeal in vain lo Ihe maritime 
provinces. Quebec or Ontario to give up 
the representation which they have in 
the Dominion government, or the control 
of tho high offices belonging to tho Su- 
preme court bench, or the railway coin- 
missions or other national posts, until 
we have members enough in' the House 
of Commons to back up our request. 
Wo shall knock in vain, we fear, at 
the portals of the Dominion for recog- 
nition of our rights in respect to the 
claims we have put forward, until Mich 
time as numbers can be used as a club. 
Ancient powers, like ancient lights, or 
ancient privileges of any kind, aro 
loathe to he parted with. Therefore, ihe 
importance which our rapid growth de- 
notes is that in time matters of which 
we now complain will be the sooner ad- 
justed, "and the causes which stand in the 
way of perfect accord between East and 
West will be the ssooner removed. It is 
gratifying to note that the Toronto 
News, in this connection, look 8 to the 
Pacific province to occupy the principal 
place of honor in the federal arena, n? 
hearken: 

"If there is any one province that Mils 
fair to rival Ontario in population and 
wealth it is British Columbia. Its posi- 
tion, between the wheat fields and ranch- 
ing hinds of (Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, on the one side, ami the 
Pacific ocean on the other, is ope of 
extraordinary advantage. So far only its 
southern fringe has fell tho impulse of 
railway construction. But it will not be 
long before there are two more railways 
crossing the province farther north, and I 
also branches ami feeders running north 
and south. Then we may look nut tor 
the development of mines, limber and 
agricultural lands of great value. 

"British Columbia is also the province 
that will receive the first advantage 
from the growth of the Pacific and Ori- 
ental trade. It is generally expected that 
the result of Japanese influence will lie 
seen in the development of the great 
if China.

The triumphant return of Mr. Cham- 
berlain, and ihe Clinmbnrhliiiite candi- 
dates for Birmingham, is the one pleas- 
ing feature of the British elections to 
date. His success is not less surprising 
than the utter defeat of Mr. Balfour. It 
moans that for the present at least Ihe 
slock of one has gone up and t lint of the 
other gone down.

Chamberlain is a man, who personally 
has few personal friends, und is by no 
means the ordinary typo of Englishman. 
Judged by the best known characteristics. 
On the other hand, Balfour is a most, 
lovable type of man, combining the edu- 
cational attainments of the man of leis- 
ure, the abilities of 1 ho statesman, and 
the love of healthful outdoor recreation.

Stewart, already referred to. In fuel, 
they affect Ihe whole of the nation. He

So mueli would the rational system of 
physical development do for those who 
followed It. And anv method which will 
not accomplish all o'f these things, even 
for Its least promising students, is lnsi>- 
iniifll Incomplete and false. The object of 
physical culture methods Is to render the 
body a more perfect Instrument; more 
strong, more enduring, more obedient to 
the commands of the will. 

A HUMORIST'S PLEA FOR SERI- 
OUS READING. 

Literacy Digest. 

"Why do we read}" asks Mr. Jerome K. 
.Toronto, Iho well known English humorist; 
and he goes on lo express regretfully the 
belief that a goodly proportion of modern 
reading Is prompted by a desire not to 
think. He cites the case of a Friend of 
his, a rather voracious reader, of whom he 
asked, "How tunny hours per annum do 
yon reckon you waste reading rubbish?" 
Here Is the answer: "I got through. I 
suppose, two ami a half hours' reading a 
day. History, of which 1 am fond, an oc- 
casional taste of poetry, ami say half a 
dozen novels a year that are worth the 
reading, account for perhaps the odd thirty 
minutes. For the other two hours 1 have 
to fall buck on the rubbish." When .Mr. 
.lerome remarked virtuously that the result, 
was. "roughly speaking, a' month of wak- 
lug hours a year wasted out of a short ami 
uncertain existence," his friend replied, 
"Wheu you don't want to think, you light 
a pipe. I open a hook. Il comes lo the 
same thing." This attitude toward read- 
ing, laments Mr, Jerome, Is very largely 
typical. "Our ancestors brewed themselves 
the howl of punch; we subscribe to the cir- 
culating library." Althougli .Mr. Heroine's 
paper, which appears in Tin' WomaiCH 
Home Companion (.Tununry) begins in his 
usual whimsical manner, It develops Into 
ill! earnest pica for serious reading ami 
serious writing. Tu quote further: 

"Hindis have become the modern nar- 
cotic. China has adopted the opium habit 
for want of lictlon. When China obtains 
each week her 'Ureal Novel of the Cen- 
tury,' her '.Most Thrilling Story of the 
Year,' her !«cst Selling Book of the Sea- 
son,' the opium den will he no more need- 
ed. As In the case of my friend previous- 
ly referred to. a mail addicted to novel 
rending Is not as a rule much of a smoker 
or drinker. This may he the better flu- 
ids body, but about his mlml I am not so 
sure, 

"The yotlhg girl forbidden the saloon 
and cafe muddles her lirnln with books In- 
stead of with drink. I'Voni the twenty to 
IH£y new novels a year that she rends It 
Is doubtful If she obtains a single now 
Idea, a single thought worth remembering. 
.She reads not to think, but to save herself 
the trouble of thinking. The book that 
could give her any real knowledge of life 
would not perhaps be found on shelves of 
tho circulating library. She reads, one af- 
ter another, a monotonous procession of 
love stories, where Impossible young men 
with nothing else lo do 111 life make Im- 
possible love to Impossibly perfect young 
women." 

Our forebears, says Mr. Jerome, read not 
to avoid the trouble of thinking, but rather 

l< joy the pleasure of thinking. In this 

connection we read: / 

"The Elizabethan dramatists demanded 
that their audiences should think with 
them. We tolerate Shakespeare today only 
on condition that the poetry shall be hid- 
den as much as possible behind the scenery. 
The play. 'Everyman,' for Instance, was 
mil the type nf entertainment a business 
man would seek in order to forget his trou- 
bles. ... It is a curious development of 
later times, this demand of literature that 
she shall be a onioning nurse, whose busi- 
ness it Is to rock us to sleep. . . . 

"Ill ltuSsIa today, where life Is still a 
serious matter, not yet all money-making 
and money -spending, the author Is still re-, 
girded as the preacher, the lender; his 
works are criticized, not because of their 
plira?«">iogy, but because of the thought 
they contain, the help they glvoj to men 
ami women faced with the tierce problem 
of life.'.! 

Literature, Mr. Jerome claims, Is essen- 
tially an appeal to the Intellect, not to the 
emotions. Hence books, "t.i be of any 
use, any enjoyment even." must demand 
thought. He states that or all the books 
of Stevenson's that be bus read and en- 
joyed "Dr. Jokyll and Mr. Hyde" is the 
only one that lingers with him. Of them 
all,' it Is the one that "made me to think 
•furiously," as the fc'rencll would say." Ac- 
cording to Mr. .lerome, the author as well 
as the reader is a sufferer under present 
conditions. Ho says: 

"What I rear is that with the millions 
now coming Into the rending world, who be- 
fore sought their amusement elsewhere, the 
real book will be swamped. At present 
tin most that an author can do is to write 
nine books that the public Is willing to 
read, In the hope that as a reward his 
publishers will allow him to write one that 
he wants to write, and Hint a few hun- 
dreds here ami there may enjoy reading. 
Tile very young man and woman do. I he- 
Move, read to think, They stand on tile 
threshold of life. Hie read stretches In 
front of them unknown and mysterious. 
They seize upon books In the bone of learn- 
ing something to satisfy their natural 
curiosity. Ii is unfortunate that the great 



mass of printed matter Is only going to 
mislead them— give itheni utterly false 
Ideas. ... 

"For this Is the true work of literature 
— that It shall hold a mirror up to Nature 
— that It shall show us life, the hidden 
emotions, Hie hidden passions, Literature, 
If It Is going to bo of any use at all to 
future generations, will have to he taken 
more seriously. The • canting talk about 
'art for art's sake' will have to be'forgot- 
'teu. An author exercises too much lb' 
fluencO upon ids renders, especially upon 
Ids youthful renders, to be able to shirk 
responsibility. -You might ns well talk 
about, 'patent medicine for patent medi- 
cine's sake.' A book cither does good or 
It does liariii. You cannot divorce liter- 
ature from life. A man or woman who 
talks alone and In confidence to the young 
In their lens of thousands is not entitled 
to say to hliuseir, M take no responsibility 
for these thoughts I am whispering Into 
your ear.' " 

Mr. Jerome concludes with the idea that 
"occasionally we should be allowed to read 
und write the hunk that Is neither n 
'spellbinder' nor "u soul Ding syrup,' but 
merely a serious contribution to human 
thought."

From New Guinea news was given of 
a raid on F/kiri, 3-± miles from the cap- 
ital, Port Moresby of the British pos- 
session. The attack was Made in the 
dead of night, whilst the inhabitants 
were sleeping underneath their houses, 
and almost all perished. Only a few 
escaped with their Jives. In all, 1<> men 
women, and children Were killed, and the 
bodies were much mutilated. All the 
pigs in tlie village were destroyed, and 
the raiders carried oil' all the goods, 
such as the dancing ornaments, etc., ot 
the unfortunate people. 

The journey from the country of the 
invaders to lvkiri takes two or three 
days. The villages on the Upper Brown 
liiver valley are not large ones, and no 
single village would be strong or bold 
enough to organize an expedition on its 
own account. Under these circumstan- 
ces four or live different tribes must 
have united to form a lighting party, 
and as the party advanced other natives 
were probably drawn into the marching 
line. 

■Such an army descended from their 
mountain homes, and in the quietness of 
thu night came down upon Ekiri, with- 
out the slightest warning. If the at- 
tacking party were ill tlie orthodox 
equipment with their faces daubed with 
different kinds of paint, and their Jieads 
decorated with leathery plumes they

The gener 
farming industry iii Ontario is shown 
by larger purchases, and by payments 
on mortgages, implement notes, and 
other debts, indicating a most healthy 
and prosperous condition. In the lum-

are about at the', highest, and the yeur 
has been a prosperous one. While there 
may. in the coining season, be a still 
further advance in the cost of produc- 
tion, prices lire s'o hL'li as to ensure a 
good profit, and unless there is a scarcity 
of water in tlie streams we shall prob-

We have had, however, oil the St. 
Lawrence route another season of 
heavy losses. This must be a matter of 
very great disappointnitut to most Can- 
adians who have been indulging Ihe 
! hope the condition of navigation on the 
St. Lawrence would, before long, be suf- 
ficiently improved to warrant the belief 
that it is in every way a satisfactory 
highway. We need not hesitate to' say 
that this is one of the most important 
points in connection with the develop- 
ment of Canadian trnnsnortatidli. There 
is little use in spending money and I as poultry-raisin 
energy in the development of the rail- 
way systems of this part: of Canada 
unless we can he sure that the commu- 
nication by sea is ns perfect, as it is 
humanely possible to make it. , We be- 
lieve great improvements are being made 
and are in contemplation, in tlie way of 
lighting, and, if there are obstructions 
to navigation which can lie removed, \Ve. 
presume that this will be d \ but in- 
vestigations seems to show that many of 
the accideifls are due solely to the care- 
lessness or' incompetency of tlie pilots. 
This is a grave charge, and, if true no 
time should be wasted In dealing with it. 
as well as with any cither defects which 
arc capable of remedy. We feel sure 
that the people of Canada will sustain 
ihe government in practically any ex- 
penditure that is necessary in this con- 
nection. 

Northwest Provinces 

At. the moment, Canada, to many peo- 
ple in the United Stall's and Europe, 
means our three Northwest Provinces, 
and we who live in tlie east may as well 
become used to ihe fact. Having re- 
gard to present population, few places 
are more talked about, than Winnipeg. 
We waited Ion;: to come into possession 
of this country, gmirdcd as it was so 
carefully from the settler, and in tlie 
short time during which we have coii- 
| trolled its destiny we have struggled 
, |f I hard with tlie two great, problems of set- 
tlement— transportation ami immigra- 
tion. It now looks ns if we are to have 
our reward. Many claihis have been 
made for this part, of Canada which fail 
to take into account tlie laborious purl 
which imui must play in its develop- 
ment and the probability that, being In- 
herently lazy, he will not quite do his 
best. On the other hand, there have 
been writers about the Northwest whose 
pessimistic views are obviously the re- 
sult of holding a brief which calls for 
tlie counsel of despair instead of hope. 
The plain statement of the truth, how- 
ever, as far as it can be ascertained, is 
all thai the country needs. It is clearly 
ult of 'ill I " i mr ' of tno world where many millions 
of people may work out their material 
independence; may. in proportion to 
their industry and intelligence, become 
owners of property; and where a larger 
proportion than is often the case in the 
world may become actually wealthy. 

-When in August many were estimat- 
ing tlie wheat crop at 90,000,000 to 100,- 
000,000 bushels, we sent to Loudon the 
estimate of our Winnipeg manager, 
which was 82,540.000 bushels. For all 
grains together bis estimate was 174,- 
125,000 blltfhels. The crop has now 
been harvested and largely marketed, 
and the revised report of the Northwest 



in tlie Northwest at: present is what 
might lie called the discovery that we 
have great winter wheat areas where 
until lately wo had not even considered 
that winter wheat could 'be grown. In 
1003 we raised less than 30,000 bushels 
of winter wheat, while last year the 
quantity in Alberta is estimated at over 
1,500,000 bushels. The highest authori- 
ties in the United Stales are most Cli- 
thusiastics as to its qualitv. and as lo 
tlie value of land which produces such 
an article of commerce, while in competi- 
tion with winter wheat from all parts 
of the United States the best of our 
varieties carried off tiie gold medal at 
the Lewis and Clark exhibition, recently 
held in Portland, Oregon. To add to 
the importance of this discovery, this 
wheat has, thus far in Alberta, boon 
most largely grown in localities which 
were not by eastern people included in 
the wheat, hut rather in the cattle, 
country. Winter wheat has also been 
grown succcssfuiy in other localities, 
notably in the Swnn River Valley in 
Northern Manitoba, where, for four 
years, experiments have demonstrated 
its success. These two districts are so 
remote and so different gcographicaiy 
that it is hardly safe to venture a guess 
as to what we may hope to accomplish 
in this very important development. 

There lias been a large increase in 
the shipments of cattle to Ihe east, and 
as a whole prices were better thi.ii last 
year. While conditions for the profit- 
able grazing of cattle by farmers are 
not as favorable as we could wish, there 
will doubtless lie a steady increase ill 
livestock shipments, and in time this 
will be a most valuable feature in term- 
ing throughout tlie three Provinces. 
There is a noticeable improvement in 
the character of the breeding of cattle 
and horses in several localities, but hogs 
are not increasing satisfactorily in

in such a prominent situation, although 
we cannot, expect to cuter upon our 
tenancy for about two years. 

The general manager then .spoke as 
follows: 

General Manager's Address 
In reviewing the business situation a 
year ago we found if a much more difii- 
cull task than usual because of the 
very varying state of many of the fac- 
tors -which influence our progress. We 
began the year 1904 expecting some cur- 
tailment of a prosperity which had per- 
haps lasted too long without, a cheek. 
Hut although the results from the for- 
est, from agriculture, pasturage an 1 
iishing, were all less than we had hoped, 
(lie end of Hie year found us prosperous 
and more confident than ever. Beyond a 
doubt, however, we were spending 
money in till matters, public and pri- 
vate, on an unexampled scale for this 
usually prudent and economical country, 
and nothing but; large results from in- 
dustry for the past year would have 
justified our course. Throughout the 
whole of 1005, however, there has been 
no moment of national doubt:, anil na- 
| tore seems to have furthered almost 
every effort we have made. This has 
clearly produced an optimism which is 
fraught, witli great danger, anil it is to 
lie hoped that everywhere in Canada the 
many who did not hesitate to incur debt 
because they believed in the future, will, 



while the prices offered for tlie next 
son's cut of spruce deals are almost a 
record, and the demand for freight 
space at St. John, X.B., has very great- 
ly increased rates. For fish, prices have 
been paid which have not been reached 
before, and results in some kinds of fish- 
ing nre quite satisfactory. There are, 
however, details in this important indus- 
try which are worth our attention. 
While tlie hank and the bay fishing have 
been equal to the average of tlie last 
three seasons, witli hetcr prices, the 
shore fishing, except in lobsters, is near- 
ly ruined by the' so-calle 1 dog-fish, the 
predatory 1 incursions of which have al- 
most ruined for tlie time being tlie valu- 
able mackerel and herring fisheries. The 
loss incurred in money is very large in- 
deed, and it is certainly to be hoped 
that the experiments of the government, 
looking to the material decrease of the 
numbers of dog-fish, may be successful; 

The enforcement of the Newfound 1 
land Bail Act. us it applied to the 
United States fishing vessels, is helping 
Hie fishermen of the Maritime Provinces 
as well as of Newfoundland, and the 
importance of tlie matter to us makes it 
an additional cause for regret that New- 
foundland is not in the Confederation. 
Is it not time for Canada to reconsider 
the modus Vivendi arrived at lifter Ihe 
rejection li.v Ihe United States Senate, 
iu IS8S, of the Chiunberlaiu-Iiayai'd 



[uteres! in mining has been stim- 
ulated by (he publicity given to the dis- 
covery in northern Ontario of rich de- 
posits of silvor-niekel-cobalt ores. So far 
as is yet known, the area in which these 
ores exist is very limited, all the discov- 
eries of any real value being within 
about four miles of the new town of 
Cobalt, where we recently have estab- 
lished a branch. Al the present nothing 
definite can lie sahl as to the extent of 
the deposits or tbe probable life of the 
camp. Comparative little, development I tion, said to 1 
has taken place, and to what depth tbe 
veins of ore may run is uncertain, al- 
though a diamond drill lias traced one 
rich vein to a denth of over I!00 feel. 
Bnl it may safely he said that from the 
veins already discovered several mil- 
lion dollars' worth of ore will be taken 
while (here is hardly any question but 
tlint. within the small area which is 
known to contain the ores further dis- 
coveries, will yet be made. A large pro- 
portion of tins nre produced is of a very 
refractory nature, and difficulty is beihs 
experienced in disposing of it at prices 
which will yive returns for all Ihn valu- 
able constituents, It is to be hoped | hat 
before long a satisfactory method of 
treatment will be made available, and 
that it will lie found practicable to treat 
the ores within Hie Province of Ontario.

And it is to be. remem- 
bered that our wheat, when compared 
with tlie wheal similarly graded in the 
United States, is really so superior to 
the hitler as to put our farmers to some 
disadvantage in obtaining what their 
Wheat is really worth. 

The money value, although seriously 
affected by the fall in (lie price of wheat: 
must, nevertheless, be from $70,000,000 
to $75,000,000, and to this must he ad- 
ded that of the cattle, hogs, horses, 
dairy produce, etc. Tin's is not a large 
sum of money compared with agricul- 
tural tisurcs in older parts of the world, 
but it is a very large sum of money for 
a country so young in everything which 
contributes to industrial success. Sta- 
tistics regarding now countries have 
much greater significance as indications 
nf the possibilities of tlie future than as 
illustrations of the present, and those 
we submit, regarded in connection witli 
the very small proportion of the avail- 
able area which has yet. been settled

attention. Our Northwestern farmers 
.should not delay too long developing 
along lints which have been successful 
in such states as Iowa, Minnesota and 
others, especially in view of the deterio- 
' ration oi the land of which we have re- 
ferred. 1 

In the ranching districts the condi- 
tions under which cattle were fattened 
have varied, being excellent in most 
parts and in others while not had, still 
not quittj satisfactory. Sales have beoa 
larger tliini last yenr. prices hotter, and 
t he industry has prospered. The sale of 
one of the largest and best-known 
ranches in Alberta, however, to the' 
authorities of I he Slormoh church, at a 
price, which means the re-sale of the 
ranch for farming purposes, is only one 
of many indications that the future of 
the large ranch is at least uncertain. 
There are undoubtedly large areas much 
uioie suitable for ranching than for any- 
tains else, while other parts of south- 
ern Alberta arc destined to •be converted 
into successful farms, growing among 
other things the best of winter wheal. 
And in this connection we must not for- 
get the important enterprise of sugar- 
inakiug in Alberta, based entirely on 
beet crops, grown in that province. 

One wonders how many eastern C.'an- 
nduians realize thai there are already 
in Manitoba alone over :>,()(>() miles of 
railway. When we' consider iWhat rail- 
ways have done for .Manitoba, we may 
imaging the intense interest in the now 
liroviuces in the building of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific railway, which will open 
up another great: stretch of fertile lands; 
in the entry of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way to build from the southeast, to the 
same point. These new Provinces trans- 
act! (1 by main lines of transcontinental 
railways, will need rapidly many miles 
of branch lines, and we may expect 
great development of this hind. 

Saskatchewan ami Alberta are each 
so much larger than Manitoba, and the 
new settlers arc lo so much greater an 
extent going into these new provinces, 
that it will try our ability to the ut- 
most to keep pace in railways ami all 
other aids to material progress. These 
now provinces are' not only possessed of 
great possibilities as producers of grain 
and cattle, they also contain in large 
quantities, coal, lumber, oil and other 
natural' resources. The fur trade of last 
year for that part of the territory north 
of the new provinces which is tributary 
to Edmonton, is estimated in value at 
over a million dollars. 

Immigration is now very large, the 
numbers coming from tho United States 
being still much greater than those from 
Europe, while the movement of Cana- 
dians from the east to the west of . Lake 
Superior is almost half as great as the 
immigration from the United States. 
The land sales are so large that the 
railway land and colonization compon- 
ies have nmteriall.v advanced their 
prices. In this connection we again 
draw attention to the wide range of 
land speculation throughout the west. 
That men should invest or speculate in 
land where land is almost the one great 
asset is inevitable, that farmers should 
buy and try to hold more land than they 
can easily cultivate' although they, 
arc dependent upon an uncertain labor 
market, is quite natural under the cir- 
cumstances; Ion when an entire com- 
m unitv— inercli ants, manufacturers; far- 
mers, professional men ami clerks— is 
eilgnged in the effort to increase the 
price of land." trouble ' must come* sooner, 
or later. There are, of. course, many 
things transpiring which will legitimate- 
ly advance the market value of land 
i'n town Mini country, hut these influen- 
ces are at the moment probably less 
powerful than the mere views of a com- 
munity lout no holding for a rise' laud 
for which many liuvu no personal use. 
Some day or oilier an uncomfortably 
largo number will wish to sell at the 
same lime, and grievous loss will doubt- 
less result. 

Public improvements by municipalities 
and the erection of buildings of all kinds j 
throughout the three provinces have 
been proceeding at u remarkable pace. 
The increase in building during 11)0-1 in 
"Winnipeg seemed to make it improbable 
that then- would he a much further In- 1 
creasi in 1905. The buildings erected, | 
how< vcr, in 11)05. iit'e almost, twice as 
many as in the previous year, although 
the aggregate cost is not very much 
in excess. The supply of houses in 
Winnipeg seems now about erpial to the 
demand, and it is to be hopi-tl flint this 
will cause some cheek to building of a 
speculative character, 

The payment of debts is of course ma- 
terially better than in 190i. It is abun- 
dantly evident, however, that people 
throughout the West have incurred 
heavy debts for the holding of farm 
and city property, and but for this and 
the unsatisfactory crop of 1904 the li- 
naucial effect of the present crop would 
have been much mole satisfactory. We 
are glad to notice that throughout the 
West there is a determination on flic 
pari of those extending credit to be 
much more rigid anil careful in future. 
British Columbia 
While the Northwestern provinces 
have had more attention • from enstern 
Canada and from the outside world dur- 
ing tho past year, no province in Can- 
ada has had greater prosperity relative- 
ly to its immediate-' possibilities than 
British Columbia. This huge province 
destined probably some' day to outstrip 
nil others in wealth, with resources 
which require literally millions of peo- 
ple tor their development, has ;it pre- 
sent but a handful, ns it, were, of peo- 
ple. It is so rich in products of both 
sen and river, valley and mountain, lish, 
fruit, grain, cattle, timber, coal, and 
almost all minerals; it is so lovely a 
Country for man to live In; and it can 
eventually be so largely self-supporting 
because of its possibilities in producing 
varieties of food and varieties of manu- 
factures, that no one can doubt ,-is to 
tho character of its industrial future. 
Hut I he physical ami financial problem 
<>f British Columbia is by tar the most 
difficult of any of the provinces, and it 
seems desirable that the other people of 



Canada should appreciate what the Brit- 
ish Columbians have to" do. Individually 
the people of this province are will off, 
and the growth of the city of Vancouver 
is as startling as that of Winnipeg, Cal- 
gary or Edmonton, hut the number of 
people in British Columbia is about the 
same as in the city of Toronto, and a 
large part is not of white' blood. This 
small ho ly is called upon lo make the 
initial expenditures necessary to render 
even the earliest, conditions of settle- 
ment possible. And these initial expen- 
ditures mean roads built in one of the 
most difficult of countries, bridges across 
great rivers, etc.; indeed, at every point, 
the first outlay is most costly, espec- 
ially as compared with that of the 
prairie provinces. And when communi- 
cation is made, the individual again has 
to expend unusual labor and money be- 
fore he can gel: any return. The' ulti- 
mate result of such initial expenditure, 
if wisely made, is not u matter of doubt, 
but the difficulties explain why British 
Columbia grows more slowly in popula- 
tion than we all wish, 

The lumber business, depending as it 
still tloes mainly upon the prairie prov- 
inces, has been very satisfactory, as to 
both volume and price. In coal mining 
then- has been a handsome increase in 
production of both coal and coke, and 
several new mines are being opened, 
there seems to be no reason why these 
two staph- industries should not grow 
steadily, especially in view f the al- 
most unlimited raw material, until 
British Columbia takes its place among 
the great coal and luiahei producers of 
the world, hi anticipation of this sev- 
eral large sales of timber limits have 
recently taken place at good prices, and 
among the buyers are a good many 
Americans. Copper mining and smelt- 
ing are now established and profitable 
industries. They require large capital 
and complete technical knowledge, but 
the results of such a combination seem 
to be as sure as in other well-managed 
nianufacturiii'.' businesses. The year's 
output of the Boundary mining district 
is about 1,000,000 tons. There is a 
marked improvement in lead and silver 
mining and the outlook seems be'ter 
than for many years. 

The cattle ranching business has been 
fairly good; important movements look- 
ing to the growing of fruit on a huge 
scale are being made; irrigation in some 
dry districts is being nuccessfuly car- 
ried on; farming and dairying in the 
districts where pursued have been profit- 
able, and. generally, all land operations 
have yielded a good 
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wheat has increased, with a better out- 
look for the next crop than for many 
years past, and Hour exports are larger. 
The results from fishing were excellent, 
indeed as good ats in 1001. Other in- 
dustries, such as dairying and wool, have 
done well, while hops, fruit, etc., have 
hail varying success. The total results 
of all industry have given Oregon a sig- 
nal year of success,

This being the year for the. curious 
quadrennial recurrence of large returns 
from the Fraser river, salmon lishiug in 
Bitisli Columbia has been successful, 
and the fish have fortunately brought a 
high market price. The previous three 
years have been so unsatisfactory that 
vigorous steps for the preservation of 
this great industry have become plainly 
necessary, and we are glad- to know that 
as one of the results from a commission 
appointed by the Dominion Government 
we are likely to have much more atten- 
tion paid hereafter to the lishing inter- 
ests of the I'aeilie than hats hitherto been 
t lie. case. We cannot expect that the 
next three years will produce satisfac- 
tory results, but if arrangements now 
in contemplation can he completed, the 
result Should be a steady prosecution of 
efforts at increasing the number of sal- 
mon, and, it these are successful, we 
may in the course of lime build up 
Hie three lean years of the Fraser river 
lo the level of the fourth year, and we 
may also improve all other British Co- 
lumbia salmon rivers. The object is so 
vitally important to British Columbia 
that we can only hope that polities will 
not. be allowed in any ma 
to interfere with the d 
Salmon lishing is, howevci 
I part <d' the great lishing rights possessed 
by Canada in the Pacific ocean and the 
rivers running thereto. The supplies of 
I halibut and herring are almost inex- 
haustible, and there are large quantities 
of other fish, such as smelts, cod, whit- 
ing, etc., but at present the business of 
j fishing is not well organized, nor is there 
I suflleioiit skill in the community to make 
the best use of this great natural source 
of wealth. It is doubtful if in eastern 
Canada and in foreign countries any 
conception has been formed of the ex- 
tent and richness of the fishing grounds 
owned by British Columbia. At the 
present time the United States lisher 
men are taking large rptantitie 
but, using our ports for refugi 
of storm, and shipping their 
from Vancouver in bond to th 
States. AYo cannot, of course 
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with any legal rights they have, but 
surely, as in the case of the Atlantic 
fisheries, we ought not positively to aid 
unci) a diversion of our natural products. 
In this connection we should also like 
to draw attention to (he unfortunate 
effect, of the exclusion of Mongolian 
labor. Il was of most noticeable value 
in connect ion with both lishing and cun- 
ning, and the lack of such labor must 
have a very deterrent effect upon pro- 
gress in Ibis particular industry. 

There has been considerable railroad 
building in southern British Columbia, 
ami sooner or later large developments 
must follow the building of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific railway across the upper 
I part of the province. The sale of the

The crop of grapes for wine, 
and raisins was about three-nunr- 
f an average, but the quality was 
the best yet known. The trndc in can- 
ned and green fruits was very large and 
profitable, stimulated particularly by the 
poor fruit, crops of the eastern and mid- 
dle states. California is steadily in- 
creasing in wealth and population, rail- 
road building is proceeding rapidly, 
shipping is again profitable, while real 
estate and building both here and in 
Oregon and Washington are exhibiting 
the same activity as elsewhere in the 
'United Stales and Canada. 

Considering the United States' gener- 
ally, the conditions are distinctly pros- 
perous. With another great corn crop, 
this year exceeding two and a half bil- 
lion bushels, with a wheat crop of auont 
700,000,000 bushels— oiilv once exceeded 
before, and about loO.OOO.OOfl bushels 
larger than in 1004 — with other grain 
crops slightly larger, and with a cotton 
crop of about- normal proportions, the 
basis of a great commerce is established. 
The exports exceeded a billion and a 
half of dollars, while the imports for tin; 
second time exceeded 11 billion dollars, 
these figures leaving an enormous bal- 
ance of trade in favor of the United 
Stales. Their internal trade has been 
ale than ever. There is 
evidence of this in every kind of bhsi- I 
ness activity, but in nothing more (dear- | 
ly than the usual test of expanding j 
trade— that of iron and steel. Almost ! 
every blast furnace is in operation, the! 
volume of ore being transported from 
the mines, and conrcqneiitly of pig iron 
manufactured, exceeding all previous | 
experience. This enormous volume of 
legitimate and profitable trade is un- 
fortunately, but perhaps naturally, ac- 
companied by excessive speculation in 
securities, with prices which certainly 
seem perilously high. The country's re- 
quirements for bank loans are very 
large indeed, and the rates paid for 
money in Xew York recently, although 
only from day to day and for speculative 
purposes, are a sufficient indication of 
an overstrained condition. One cannot 
view without concern such an abnormal 
slate of affairs, and it is to be hoped 
that the real business interests of the 
country will not suffer because of (he 
volume and the pace of stock specula- 
tion. 

Before sitting down I would like to 
remind gentlemen who are here— and I 
have said the same thing before — that 
this report, which is filled with many 
dry facts, and altogether too many fig- 
ures, is really not prepared so much for 
those who arc good enough to be pre- 
sent and listen lo il, as for the 3,500 
shareholders and for the customers of 
the bank in the various provinces, and 
in the various slates to which I have 
referred.

Missionary Proro

Dr. Anand, Canadian Missionary 
Tells of Work Among the 
Southern Islanders. 



Franco-British Punitive Expedi- 
tion - Illicit Trade in 
Firearms. 



An account of life among the islands 
of the New Hebrides is given by Dr. 
Joseph Anand, a Canadian missionary 
who is returning to spend a long fur- 
lough in Canada, accompanied by his 
wife, after many years spent tr» itfis- 
aion work in the New Hebrides group. 

For the information of those who do 
not carry such data in their heads, it 
may be stated that the New Hebrides 
are situated some 1,200 miles from 
Sydney, the total population consisting 
Of some 00,000 uut.vej. The whites 
form a mere handful of the island 
community, the French and British 
settlers being about equal in numbers. 
The group comprises New Caledonia, 
which has been a 1 ^ench convict set- 
tlement, and it forms the principal 
French colony In this part of the 
world. The government of the island 
is under the joint control of British 
and French resident commissioners, 
but, according to Dr. Anand, there Is 
plenty of room for Improvement in the 
affairs of the dual government. 

Dr. Anand stated that the islands had 
recently experienced one of the severest 
droughts in their history, and In some 
parts it has not yet broken. Droughts 
were by no means common there, the 
Islands being, on the whole, very fer- 
tile. They were u volcanic forma- 
tion, the principal productions now 
being copra, maize and coffee. The 
chief export trade i\uj done with Syd- 
ney. Tne French had what might be 
called the "show" plantations near the 
trading ports, but the British settlers, 
though perhaps not so obtrusive, were 
making steady progress. . Some of 
them were handicapped by lack of 
capital, and as the eocoanut trees do 
not bear for seven years, it is a case of 
hanging out with a good many of 
them. 

Asked if lie had heard anything at 
the islands as to a reported desire on 
the part of the Fri».ofi government to 
get the group under their entire con- 
trol. Dr. Anand laughed heartily and 
replied that they had all been hearing 
that for the last twenty years. The 
Presbyterian New Hebrides mission, lie 
added, was the only Protestant prose- 
lytizing agency at work there, with 
the exception that three of the islands 
in the northeast were under the Church 
of England Melanesian mission. The 
two organizations djd not overlap. 
There were churches on all the islands, 
iind good evangelizing work was going 
on. For instance, at the training 
school there were now 34 .pupils, and 
l hey had had as ninny as. 77, the na- 
tives spending four years there and 
then returning to their homes to teach j 
others what they had heard from the | 
lips of their white teachers. Christian- 
ity was effecting big changes, in the 
Jives of tlie younger generation of the 
islanders, and this was what- made the 
lot of missionaries at limes very peril- 
ous, as the older men did. not like to 
see their young men deserting the cus- 
toms of their savage forDears,' and were 
consequently inclined to resent the 
presence of the ministers of ChristlaVi- 
ity In their midst. 

The returned missionary said' he was 
not fully aware of the causes which 
led up to the recent punitive expedi- 
tion on the part of British and French 
forces on the east side of Malekula, 
but he knew that the' natives there 
had been very troublesome. A number 
■ it" men were captured and were being 
marched along, when one drew a knife 
with a view to attacking the British 
leader. A French officer promptly shot 
the native, and seven others joining in 
the attack, they were shot down by 
marines. The punitive expedition had 
produced a highly salutary effect, 

In some parts of the group, more 
particularly at Fpl and Ambrlni, the 
natives were suffering from the'ravages 
of strong drink, which was being sup- 
plied them contrary to the law. it 
llad a most demoralizing effect upon 
them and under its baneful spell they 
soon relapsed into a terrible condition 
of savagery. The drink was mostly 
supplied by the French, though it. was 
forbidden by the French commissioner. 
The trouble in this and in many other 



directions appeared to be that the two 
commissioners had but little executive 
authority. They could line a man but 
were unable to enforce it, and had no 
constabulary to see that their orders 
were obeyed and order maintained. 

Firearms and dynamite were forbid- 
den to be sold to the natives, but the 
law was habitually broken. The re- 
sult of arming the natives was that 
they fought fiercely among themselves, 
and In 15 mouths 70 men had been 
killed. Just before he came away he 
saw a poor unfortunate native woman 
In the hospital who had had half her 
body blown away by a rille shot fired 
by a native. The commissioners 
seemed powerless to stop this illicit 
trading, but the traders said individu- 
ally that If they themselves did not 
supply these weapons other traders 
would. Native evidence was not ac- 
cepted against traders, so that it was 
practically impossible to secure con- 
victions against them. 

Dynamite was sold to the 'natives 
for fishing purposes, and the conse- 
quences were that their hands were 
being blown off In wholesale fashion. 
The dynamite was used to throw in 
the water among the llsh, and the Idea 
was to have only short fuses, so that 
It would explode as soon as it touched 
the top of the water, otherwise the 
noise of it falling In the sea would 
frighten the llsh away. Tills led to 
the fuses being made too short, and 
the charge exploded almost as soon as 
it left the hand of the native fisher- 
men, causing the disastrous accidents 
mentioned.

Advices were received yesterday of an 
attempted raid on Copper islands by a 
Japanese sealing schooner with some 
white hunters on hoard who were form- 
erly engaged in sealing from this port-on 
Victoria sealing schooners, one of whom, 
William Do AVett, well known to local 
sealing men, was shot and wounded 
three times by the shore patrol, but nev- 
ertheless succeeded in jumping over- 
hoard and towing the sealing boat which 
was under lire out of the range of the 
guard's rifles; 

News of the occurrence is given in a 
letter received from a former Victoria 
sealer from Hakodate. He says " some 
schooners tried to get on the Copper 
island rookery, but failed to make it 
stick. One of the schooners sent her 
boats ashore and the guards (Japanese 
tire now patrolling the former Russian 
rookery) opened lire on the boats with 
rifles. The boats were fusiladed heav- 
ily as soon as they got into range, the 
guards hiding behind the rocks on the 
shore. Billy De YVett, who was in one 
of the boats, was shot three times, but 
he managed to jump overboard and tow 
the boat out of range." 

De Wett is known here to be a power- 
ful swimmer, hut sealers who know the 
Copper islands and the eddies and cur- 
rents about the islands say he would 
have a most difficult work to low a boat 
load of sealers out of range of the shore 
rifles, even if he had not been wounded, 
as the writer states. The raid failed, 
none of the would-be raiders managing 
to make a landing among the seal herds. 

.News was also received from Japan 
of the sare arrival of the brigantine Jin- 
sei Mam, of which Capt. Tony Burtz of 
this city ik in command at Hakodate 
with salt fish from Alaska. The schoo- 
ner Seifu Maru which came to Victoria 
some years ago took seventeen otter skins 
last season. Otter skins are the most 
valuable of the skins taken by the seal- 
ers, some being estimated as worth about 
$1,000 each.

VESSEL IN DISTRESS. 

Seen Off the Washington Coast — A 
Rudder Drifts Ashore. 

Advices received yesterday from 
Aberdeen, Wash., states that a vessel 
was seen apparently in distress last 
Friday night off North Beach. A party 
of Indians and white men were to- 
gether at Point Granville, In theQuIn- 
ault reservation, at the time when the 
signals were seen. Rockets were fired 
and lights burned on the ship, as well 
as other signals of distress. 

She appeared to be a large sailing 
vessel, though there was nothing to 
Indicate her identity. The rocks tit 
this point extend far into the sea and 
there is no provision for assisting Im- 
periled vessels, so the spectators could 
lend no aid. The nearest life-saving 
station Is at Westport, on the south 
side of Grays Harbor, .13 miles from 
Point Granville. 

The next morning the rudder from a 
large ship was washed ashore, which 
was supposed to come from the vessel 
seen the night before. All efforts to 
get later news failed.

Conservative Reptile Fund 

Continuing Mr. Bowles attacks the 
source from which the Conservative 
party fund was derived, and gives data 
regarding the incident of some years ago, 
when Ernest Tereh-Hooley (of unhappy 
memory) contributed $50,000 to the par- 
ty fund "in circumstances most discred- 
itable," 

This contribution, Mr. Bowles says, 
was refused and was returned by Lord 
Salisbury at his instance. 

Mr. Bowles, insinuating that his suc- 
cessful opponent received support from 
the party fund, says, "From such fund 
I should deem it shameful to receive as- 
sistance." 

Sir Alexander, in replying, says that 
'Mr. Bowles was discredited by the or- 
ganization because of his 

Attacks on Mr. Balfour 
and Mr. Chamberlain, hut he denies that 
A. II. Burgoyne, the successful candi- 
date at King's Lynn, received any sup- 
port from the fund. Mr. Bowles, under 
today's date replies to Sir Alexander, 
who, he says, evades every point raised, 
but he accepts the statement that Mr. 
'Bitrgoyne's candidacy was not support- 
ed by the Conservative fund. He says 
he undertakes from a rumor, which 'it 
would be worth Sir Alexander's time to 
rectify, that the fund was recently con- 
tributed to in immense sums by the re- 
cipients of dignities and favors which 
could only have been bestowed by Pre- 
mier Balfour. In conclusion Mr. Bowles 
says: "You have sacrificed niy seat; now 
look to your own." This correspondence 
will be used with tremendous force by 
the Liberal press.

Charleston, W. Va'., Jan. 18.— Eigh- 
teen men are believed to have been 
killed in a terrific explosion today in one 
of the mines of the Detroit and Kan- 
awha Coal Company, on Paint creek, 
this county, 200 miles from here. 

That more men were not in the mine 
at the time of the accident was duo to 
the fact that almost all of the day men 
were eating their dinners on the out- 
side. The explosion occurred at 12-30 
o'clock. Had it been cither before or 
after the noon hour hundreds of men 
would have been killed. The force of 
the explosion was so great that the hills 
trembled. Tons of wreckage and de- 
bris were burled from the mouth of the 
mine, blocking the entrance and mak- 
ing the work of rescue difficult. 

News of the disaster spread to near- 
by mines and hundreds of men were 
soon at the scene, to join in the effort 
to 

Rescued tho Entombed Miners 

if alive, or recover their bodies if dead. 
The ventilating fan was blown out of 
position by the explosion, and it was not 
until four o'clock that it bad been re- 
paired. As soon as it ws set in mot- 
tion a fairly good current of air was 
sent circulating through the entries. 
The first rescue party, consisting of fif- 
teen men, entered the mine at 5:30 
o'clock. The first liodv reached was 
that Of (I. P. Neal, which was discov- 
ered 150 yards from the entrance. The 
mine superintendent Bays that the oth- 
er mtH were working much .further back 
than Xeal, and he has no hope of 
reaching them until tomorrow morning. 
Even if the men should have survived 
the explosion, it is almost certain that 
they will fall victims to the afterdamp. 
.Mothers, wives, children and friends of 
the entombed miners are crowded about 
the •mouth o.'' the pit, trying, they will 
not leave until they know tho fate of 
the unfortunate men. The explosion is 
believed to have been caused by a blast 
igniting Die dust which bad accumu- 
lated in the mine.
